To  :  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  in  1968.  The  report  follows  the  same 
general  format  as  in  recent  years,  with  modification  of  both 
tables  and  comments  as  appropriate. 

There  was  again  a  slight  decrease  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimate  of  mid-year  population,  the  total  of  57,860  being  280 
below  the  1967  estimate.  There  was  again  a  fall  in  the  Birth 
Rate,  the  total  of  830  births  being  47  less  than  in  1967,  and 
giving  a  crude  birth  rate  of  14.2  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  13.9 
to  compare  with  a  national  rate  of  16.9.  The  number  of  deaths 
(539)  was  fractionally  lower  than  1967,  giving  a  crude  death 
rate  of  9.3  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  13.9  to  compare  with  a 
national  rate  of  11.9.  As  indicated  in  my  previous  reports,  the 
inference  to  be  drawn  from  these  figures  is  that  the  Middleton 
population  level  must  now  be  regarded  as  a  fairly  stable  one, 
unlikely  to  change  much  save  by  major  migratory  movement. 
Although  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  increased  during  the  year, 
I  did  indicate  in  my  last  annual  report  that  the  sudden  decrease 
recorded  in  1967  was  probably  a  “freak”.  In  studying  Vital 
Statistics,  one  should  analyse  trends  over  a  decade  or  more. 

The  total  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  (533)  were 
somewhat  lower  than  the  total  of  772  recorded  in  1967.  The 
decrease  was  due  principally  to  lessened  prevalence  of  measles. 
There  was,  however,  a  steep  and  unwelcome  rise  in  the  incidence 
of  dysentery  and  also  of  food  poisoning.  The  Infective  Diseases 
Regulations,  1968,  operative  from  1st  October,  1968,  made  certain 
long  awaited  changes  in  the  list  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases, 
and  thus  this  year’s  returns  are  not  strictly  comparable  with 
1967  and  previous  years.  As  is  mentioned  in  the  body  of  the 
report,  Measles  vaccine  was  made  available  to  susceptible 
children  during  the  year,  but  unlike  other  routine  forms  of 
immunisation,  the  proportion  of  side  effects  is  higher,  and  one 
of  the  leading  Pharmaceutical  firms  in  this  field  has  had  technical 
difficulty  in  producing  an  acceptable  vaccine. 

The  functioning  of  Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 
is  set  out  in  Part  B  of  this  report.  As  envisaged  at  the  time 
of  writing  my  annual  report,  and,  as  I  have  since  commented  on 
in  my  report  on  the  School  Health  Service  to  the  Borough 
Education  Committee,  for  the  latter  five  months  of  the  year  we 
were  without  the  services  of  a  single  full  time  clinical  medical 
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officer  at  either  of  our  major  clinics  in  the  Borough.  The 
essential  clinical  services  have  been  maintained  by  a  number  of 
part  time  medical  staff,  and  one  full  time  doctor  has  since 
taken  up  his  appointment.  To  most  of  the  general  public,  the 
shortage  of  clinic  medical  and  nursing  staff  may  appear  no  more 
than  a  minor  nuisance  :  to  those  who  know  the  immense 
amount  of  “backroom”  work  in  the  Local  Authority  Health 
Services,  it  is  critical.  Yet  pending  an  authorative  Government 
statement  on  the  future  pattern  of  the  Health  Services  in 
Britain,  one  can  understand  the  reluctance  of  many  to  seek 
a  career  in  Local  Authority  work. 


In  writing  my  1967  report,  I  indicated  that  it  was  hoped 
that  the  re-construction  of  Durnford  St.  Clinic  would  shortly 
begin.  In  the  event  it  did  not  commence  in  calendar  year  1968, 
but  in  February,  1969,  and  is  now  in  an  advanced  stage.  I  have 
no  doubt  that  the  considerable  dislocation  and  inconvenience 
caused  will  be  justified  by  the  vastly  improved  premises  avail¬ 
able  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  There  is  still  no  firm  starting 
date  for  the  Alkrington  branch  clinic,  nor  have  negotiations  yet 
been  finalised  for  the  siteing  of  the  Training  Centre  for  Adult 
Mentally  Handicapped.  It  is  now  proposed  to  site  this  off 
Martindale  Crescent  on  the  Langley  Estate.  The  construction  of 
the  third  purpose  built  Home  for  Elderly  in  the  Borough  (“Shaw- 
bury”)  went  ahead  during  1968,  and  the  first  residents  were 
admitted  in  February,  1969.  The  establishment  is  administered 
by  Lancashire  Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  14. 


During  the  year,  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  total  attend¬ 
ances  at  Child  Health  Clinics.  The  Health  Committee  explored 
the  possibility  of  transferring  the  Alkrington  clinic  session  to  the 
Alkrington  Community  Centre  but  could  not  reach  agreement 
with  the  Centre  Managment  on  terms  of  lease,  and  we  have 
continued  the  Alkrington  work  at  the  Congregational  Church. 
There  have  been  extended  negotiations  over  the  possible  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  the  Cromer  Day  Nursery  premises  for  use  as  a  Local 
Authority  Day  Nursery.  There  has  been  a  further  sharp  drop  in 
attendances  at  local  ante-natal  clinics,  due  in  part  to  falling  birth 
rate,  in  part  to,  increased  proportion  of  hospital  confinements, 
and  in  part  due  to  local  General  Practitioners  organising  their 
own  ante-natal  clinics.  These  same  factors  are  again  responsible 
for  the  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  domiciliary  confinements 
attended  by  our  midwives,  with  an  increasing  number  of  “early 
discharge”  mothers  attended  after  hospital  confinements. 

Total  District  Nursing  visits  were  slightly  increased  (by  1%) 
from  1967;  demands  on  the  Home  Hel})  Service  continue  to 
increase,  but  at  a  slower  (3%)  rate  than  in  recent  years.  Returns 
of  immunisation  are,  save  for  smallpox  vaccination,  of  the  same 
order  as  in  the  past  three  years,  but  one  cannot  but  view  the 
steady  reduction  in  proportion  of  those  vaccinated  against  small¬ 
pox  with  concern.  There  was  some  increase  in  the  demand  on 
the  Laundry  and  Incontinence  Pad  service,  but  little  change  in 
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Chiropody.  During  the  year,  the  County  Council  limited  the 
free  service  to  both  sexes  at  age  65  and  over  (previously  women 
over  60  had  been  eligible). 

In  turning  to  Environmental  Services  (Part  C)  readers  will 
mte  Mr.  Traynor’s  description  of  the  new  Refuse  Disposal  Plant. 
Possibly  only  members  of  previous  Committees  will  be  aware  of 
the  immense  amount  of  creative  thought,  planning  and  super¬ 
vision  that  Mr.  Traynor,  together  with  the  Borough  Surveyor 
and  his  staff  have  given  to  this  project — which  has  become  the 
Mecca  for  Councillors  and  Officers  from  the  length  of  the  country 
wishing  to  view  a  modern  incineration  system.  Partly  by  reason 
of  the  time  necessary  for  this,  and  partly  by  reason  of  my  own 
and  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  temporary 
injuries  during  the  year,  the  pace  of  Housing  Clearance  was 
slowed,  but  a  total  of  158  properties  were  represented  for  clear¬ 
ance.  There  are  still  substantial  numbers  of  unfit  properties 
within  the  town  awaiting  representation,  but  at  least  we  can 
claim  to  have  dealt  with  the  major  concentrations  of  unfit  property 
and  are  now  facing  a  more  difficult  problem,  of  areas  where  there 
is  a  much  higher  proportion  of  properties  with  a  further  span  of 
useful  life  mixed  cheek  by  jowl  with  those  manifestly  unfit. 

Two  Smoke  Control  Areas  (covering  472  properties)  were 
submitted  for  Ministerial  approval  during  the  year,  and  at  31st 
December,  8,677  properties  were  within  the  15  Smoke  Control 
Areas  in  force  in  the  Borough.  I  would  also  draw  to  your  atten¬ 
tion,  the  intensive  work  done  by  the  department  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  act  and  related  legislation. 

Finally,  I  must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
staff  of  both  Health  and  Welfare  and  Public  Health  Departments 
for  their  continued  loyalty  and  support  during  the  year,  and  not 
least  those  involved  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  I  must 
especially  acknowledge  the  invaluable  support  and  wisdom  which 
I  could  always  count  on  from  Mr.  Frank  Johnston,  who  retired 
as  Town  Clerk  during  the  year.

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  LOCALITY 

The  Borough  of  Middleton,  which  forms  part  of  the  South 
East  Lancashire  industrial  conurbation,  lies  to  the  North  of 
Manchester  and  is  roughly  equidistant  from  the  nearby  County 
Boroughs  of  Manchester  (to  the  South),  Bury  (North-West), 
Rochdale  (North-East)  and  Oldham  (East).  The  district  is  fairly 
low  lying,  the  original  township  having  developed  along  the 
banks  of  the  River  Irk,  which  flows  from  East  to  West  through 
the  Borough. 

The  district  was  formerly  almost  entirely  dependent  on 
cotton  spinning  for  economic  prosperity  but  many  of  the  mills 
have  been  closed  or  adapted  for  other  purposes  and  the  major 
industries  of  the  district  now  include  foam  rubber  upholstery, 
tobacco  manufacture,  industrial  chemicals,  light  engineering  and 
preserve  manufacture.  There  is  also  a  long-established  brewery. 
Since  1950  the  district  has  seen  intensive  residential  housing 
development,  with  its  population  nearly  doubled.  There  is  a 
limited  amount  of  farming  land  principally  to  the  North  of  the 
Borough. 

The  town  has  good  road  communications  with  adjacent  dis¬ 
tricts  and  the  Borough  is  served  by  regular  bus  services  of  the 
Manchester,  Oldham  and  Rochdale  Corporations  and  also  by  the 
North  Western  and  Bihble  Companies. 

The  principal  problems  faced  by  the  Borough  Council  as  a 
Health  Authority  are  :  — 

1.  — The  remaining  areas  of  unfit  houses  or  sub-standard 

houses  in  parts  of  the  district. 

2.  — The  atmospheric  pollution  common  to  South-East 

Lancashire. 

3.  — The  absence  of  a  sewer  to  the  peripheral  villages  of 

Birch  and  Bowlee. 

4.  — The  recruitment  and  retention  of  qualified  staff'.

COMMENT  ON  STATISTICAL  TABLES 

The  population  of  the  Borough  has  now  remained  relatively 
stable  for  the  past  5  years.  The  unusual  age  structure  of  the 
population,  with  considerable  “  weighting  ”  of  younger  age 
groups  has  been  borne  out  by  the  1966  Census  (see  table  A. 2). 

With  7  more  infant  deaths  recorded  than  in  1967  the  infant 
mortality  rate  has  increased  to  24  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
local  infant  mortality  rate  is  again  higher  than  the  national  rate 
conforming  to  the  pattern  of  all  recent  years  except  1967. 

The  general  trend  of  principal  vital  statistics  may  be  seen 
from  table  A. 5,  which  gives  a  comparison  of  1968  figures  with 
those  of  one,  five,  ten  and  twenty  years  before.  It  is  necessary  to 
bear  in  mind  the  substantial  changes  in  population  over  those  20 
years  and  also  to  exercise  great  caution  in  interpretation  of 
certain  statistical  figures.

COMMENT  ON  DEATHS 

The  reader  will  note  the  considerable  difference  between  the 
crude  death  rate  9.3  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  rate  of  13.9. 
This  “  adjustment  ”  is  a  statistical  device  to  level  out  the  differ¬ 
ences  between  areas  due  to  unusual  age/sex  structure  of  the  local 
population.

These  four  major  groups  are  thus  responsible  for  83  per 
cent  of  deaths. 

From  a  study  of  Table  A.8  it  will  he  noted  that  while  75 
per  cent  of  men  had  died  before  the  age  of  75,  a  much  lesser 
proportion  (52  per  cent)  of  women  died  before  this  age.  It  will 
also  he  noted  that  just  over  half  (54  per  cent)  of  local  men 
lived  to  pensionable  age.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  1968  there  was  a  modification  in  the  lists  of  notifi¬ 
able  infectious  diseases,  under  Part  III  of  the  Health  Services  and 
Public  Health  Act,  1968,  as  amplified  by  the  Public  Health 
(Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  which  became  operative 
from  1st  October,  1968. 


The  full  revised  list  of  diseases  notifiable  to  the  Medical

The  principal  changes  from  previous  practice  are  as 
follows  :  — 

(1)  Pneumonia,  Rheumatism,  Erysipelas,  Croup,  Puerperal 
Pyrexia — no  longer  notifiable. 

(2)  Infective  Jaundice,  Leptospirosis,  Tetanus,  Yellow 
Fever — now  notifiable. 

(3)  Certain  changes  in  nomenclature,  e.g.,  “  Acute 

Meningitis  ”  replacing  “  Meningococcal  Infection.” 


MEASLES 

The  total  of  cases  notified  (286)  was  substantially  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  majority  occurred  in  the  latter  half 
of  the  year.  It  would  perhaps  be  premature  to  comment  on  how 
far  future  outbreaks  of  this  disease  will  be  modified  by  vaccina¬ 
tion  against  measles. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 

The  23  cases  notified  represent  a  reduction  of  75%  on  1967 
figures.  The  disease  should  be  a  comparative  rarity  if  parents 
accept  the  responsibility  for  securing  routine  immunisations  for 
their  children  in  infancy. 


DYSENTERY 

The  majority  of  the  rather  high  total  of  notifications  were 
connected  with  an  outbreak  at  a  local  County  Primary  School  in 
May,  1968.  49  children  at  this  school  contacted  the  infection 
within  10  days,  and  a  number  of  their  family  contacts  also 
developed  dysentery.  There  was  also  a  smaller  outbreak 
connected  with  a  second  school. 

The  reader  will  note  (Table  A. 12)  the  total  of  specimens 
submitted  for  laboratory  examination  from  cases,  suspect  cases 
and  family  contacts.  Although  dysentery  is  seldom  a  dangerous 
infection,  save  in  early  infancy,  a  substantial  amount  of  work 
falls  on  the  Health  Department,  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  arranging  collections  and  examinations  of  specimens  on  this 
scale. 

FOOD  POISONING 

The  prevalence  of  this  disease  appears  to  vary  widely  from 
year  to  year.  As  with  dysentery,  arrangements  for  visiting  and 
obtaining  specimens  from  cases,  suspect  cases  or  contacts  can 
occupy  considerable  time  for  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

TUBERCULOSIS 

While  17  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  the  total 
number  remaining  on  the  “Supervision”  register  at  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1968  was  reduced  to  170.  It  will  be  noted  that  9  of  the 
new  cases  were  over  45  years  of  age.  The  majority  of  young 
people  are  notified  in  the  early  stages  where  there  is  every 
prospect  of  rapid  control  of  infection  by  drug  treatment  :  it  is 
unfortunate  that  a  number  of  older  cases  appear  to  have  avoided 
seeking  medical  attention  until  the  disease  has  progressed  to  a 
chronic  stage. 

As  a  result  of  changing  pattern  of  this  disease  in  the 
community,  there  has  been  a  change  in  policy  by  the  Mass 
Miniature  X-Ray  units  to  provide  a  regular  “screening”  service 
to  General  Practitioners,  with  lessened  emphasis  on  attracting 
a  self-selected  clientele. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Blood  specimens  from  the  ante-natal  clinics  were  sent  either 
to  the  Pathology  Department,  Oldham  and  District  General 
Hospital;  The  Serological  Laboratory,  Withington  Hospital,  or  to 
the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  Royal  Infirmary, 
Manchester. 
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Otherwise  practically  all  the  routine  specimens  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Withington  Hospital, 
Manchester,  20. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  specimens  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  :

SWIMMING  BATHS 

Middleton  Corporation  owns  the  sole  swimming  bath  in  the 
Borough.  This  was  constructed  in  1938,  and  consists  of  a  large 
pool  (100ft.  x  35ft.)  with  a  maximum  depth  of  10ft.  3ins.,  a 
smaller  children’s  pool  (30ft.  x  22ft.)  with  a  maximum  depth  of 
3ft.,  16  slipper  baths,  4  hot  and  cold  showers  and  changing 
accommodation.  Chlorinated  footbaths  are  provided  from  the 
dressing  accommodation  to  the  plunge  baths. 

The  baths  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  town  mains 
(West  Pennine  Water  Board)  and  further  treated  by  chlorination 
and  sand  filtration.  A  total  of  91,952  bathers  used  these  baths 
during  the  season  May  to  October,  plus  23,651  schoolchildren 
receiving  lessons. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  building  is  closed  to  bathers 
and  used  as  a  social  centre.  The  slipper  baths  remain  open 
throughout  the  year. 

HOSPITALS 

There  are  no  hospitals  situated  in  the  Borough  and  patients 
are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  the  surrounding  districts,  chiefly 
Oldham  and  Manchester. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  (SECTION  47) 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  during 
the  year. 

DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

There  are  two  Corporation  controlled  cemeteries  in  the 
Borough  in  addition  to  a  small  number  of  church  burial  grounds. 
The  old  cemetery  (6i  acres)  is  adjacent  to  the  Parish  Church 
near  the  centre  of  the  town,  while  the  New  Cemetery  (12  acres) 
lies  on  the  edge  of  the  Boarshaw  estate  near  the  eastern 
boundary.  A  total  of  96  interments  took  place  in  those  cemeteries 
in  1968  and  a  further  431  remains  were  cremated  at  the  Borough 
Crematorium.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Medical  Referee 
to  the  Crematorium,  and  there  are  two  Deputy  Medical  Referees.

DELEGATED  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 
CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


There  are  5  Child  Health  Centres  in  the  Borough;  2  being 
at  purpose-built  combined  Clinics  at  Durnford  Street,  Middleton 
and  at  Borrowdale  Road  on  the  Langley  Estate.  The  remaining 
3  are  held  in  rented  premises  at  Alkrington  (Congregational 
Church);  Middleton  Junction  (Wade  Street  Scout  Hall)  and 
Rhodes  (All  Saints  Parish  Church  School). 

Child  Health  Clinic  Sessions  are  held  as  follows  :  — 

Durnford  Street  Clinic — Tuesday  and  Thursday,  2 — 4  p.m. 

Langley  Clinic — Wednesday  10  a.m. — 12  noon  and  Thursday 
2 — 4  p.m. 

Alkrington — Monday  2- — 4  p.m.  and  Wednesday  10  a. m. — 12 
noon. 

Wade  Street — Wednesday  2 — 4  p.m. 

Rhodes — 2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  2 — 4  p.m. 

During  the  year,  the  County  Health  and  Education  Com¬ 
mittees  accepted  a  tender  for  the  partial  rebuilding  of  Durnford 
Street  Clinic.  The  work  did  not,  however,  commence  until  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1969.  It  is  likely  to  be  completed,  save  for  redecoration, 
by  the  end  of  July,  1969.  Despite  considerable  pressure,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  have  indicated  that  loan  sanction  for  the 
Alkrington  branch  clinic  is  unlikely  to  be  authorised  until 
1970/71. 

Routine  examinations  of  infants  is  normally  undertaken  at 
these  child  health  sessions  (see  also  Table  B.2.,  page  34)  and 
the  National  Welfare  Foods — National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice, 
Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  Tablets— are  available  in  addition  to 
certain  proprietary  brands  of  baby  foods  and  vitamin  supple¬ 
ments  available  for  purchase  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics 

(See  under  Midwifery  and  Table  B.3.  page  35). 

Family  Planning 

Neither  the  Borough  Council  nor  the  County  Council  run 
their  own  Family  Planning  Clinics,  but  have  arrangements  with 
the  Family  Planning  Association,  and  evening  sessions  are  held 
at  Durnford  Street  Clinic,  Middleton,  each  Monday  and  Wednes¬ 
day.  In  October,  1968,  the  Association  also  commenced  a  Tues¬ 
day  evening  session  at  Langley  Clinic.  Intrauterine  devices  can 
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be  fitted  by  arrangement  at  this  latter  clinic.  A  female  doctor  is 
in  attendance  at  these  sessions. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  on  case  payments,  and 
where  necessary,  the  supply  of  appliances,  in  respect  of  married 
women  referred  to  the  Family  Planning  Clinic  on  medical 
grounds. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

All  the  provisions  for  the  care  of  married  mothers  are  also 
available  to  unmarried  mothers.  Further  provisions  are  also 
made,  principally  in  securing  admission  to  residential  accommo¬ 
dation  during  the  later  stages  of  pregnancy.  Should  an  unmarried 
mother  keep  her  child  and  seek  employment  outside  home,  she 
is  given  priority  for  admission  to  a  County  Council  day  nursery. 
Health  Visitors,  Visitors  of  the  Children’s  Department  and  Moral 
Welfare  Workers  of  the  various  religious  denominations,  and 
other  voluntary  organisations,  co-operate  closely  in  this  rather 
difficult  work. 

During  the  year,  7  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to 
homes  run  by  voluntary  organisations. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

A  premature  infant  is  one  whose  birth  weight  is  5 i lb.  or 
less  and  during  the  year,  49  infants  were  born  to  mothers 
normally  resident  in  the  Borough.  Of  this  total,  2  premature 
infants  were  born  at  home  and  the  remainder  in  hospital. 
Detailed  particulars  are  given  in  Table  B.4,  page  36. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  in  domi¬ 
ciliary  practice  during  the  year. 


DAY  NURSERIES 


(a)  Local  Authority  Day  Nurseries 

There  are  no  local  authority  day  nurseries  within  the 
Borough,  but  Middleton  residents  may  apply  for  admission  of 
children,  under  the  age  of  5,  to  day  nurseries  in  adjacent  districts 
administered  by  Lancashire  County  Health  Division  No.  14. 
Charges  to  parents  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  a  County 
Income  Scale. 

The  Cromer  Mill  Day  Nursery,  the  only  industrial  nursery 
operating  in  the  Borough,  closed  on  30th  September,  1967  and 
the  certificate  of  Registration  was  cancelled.  The  Borough  Council 
subsequently  recommended  the  County  Council  to  acquire  the 
premises  to  establish  a  Local  Authority  day  nursery. 
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(c)  Child  Minders 

The  Health  Service  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968  included, 
inter  alia,  substantial  modification  to  the  Nurseries  and  Child 
Minders  Regulation  Act,  and,  by  Ministerial  regulation,  this 
amended  legislation  was  operative  from  1st  November,  1968. 
However,  a  three  month  period  of  grace  was  given  to  permit  of 
the  investigation,  and  where  appropriate,  registration  of  a  much 
wider  range  of  child  minders  than  hitherto. 

Under  the  amended  Act,  any  person  looking  after  one  or 
more  children  for  reward  for  two  hours  or  more  in  the  day  and 
who  are  not  closely  related  to  the  children,  must  apply  for  regis¬ 
tration  as  a  Child  Minder.  Advice  regarding  registrations  can  be 
obtained  from  Health  Visitors  or  the  Health  Department. 

One  child  minder  was  registered  to  care  for  up  to  4  children 
at  31st  December,  1968.  Since  then,  a  further  10  child  minders 
have  been  registered. 


(d)  Pre-School  Playgroups 

All  playgroups  operating  for  more  than  two  hours  in  the 
day  were  similarly  required  to  make  formal  application  for 
registration  under  the  amended  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders 
Regulation  Act,,  from  1st  November,  1968.  Again  a  three  month 
period  of  grace  was  allowed. 

One  playgroup  previously  operating  in  the  Borough  had 
made  application  for  registration  by  31st  December,  1968.  This 
playgroup,  and  one  other,  have  since  been  formally  registered. 


MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

(Establishment  at  31st  December,  1968  was  11). 

There  were  11  District  Midwifery  Sisters  all  of  whom  were 
qualified  to  administer  analgesics.

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During  the  year  the  Midwives  attended  224  confinements; 
analgesia  was  administered  in  135  cases. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  at  Langley  School 
Clinic  and  at  63,  Long  Street,  Middleton.  These  latter  premises 
are  retained  on  a  rental  basis,  pending  the  reconstruction  of 
Durnford  Street  Clinic  and  the  provision  of  a  purpose-built 
branch  clinic  in  Alkrington. 

Blood  tests  are  carried  out  routinely  on  all  mothers  attend¬ 
ing  the  ante-natal  clinics  and  blood  specimens  are  submitted  to 
Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital  and  Withington  Hospital. 

Since  1st  January,  1964,  midwives  have  completed  a  short 
report  on  each  individual  expectant  mother  at  the  time  of  book¬ 
ing.  From  an  analysis  of  253  cases  booked  locally  in  1968,  one 
should  record  that  in  3  cases  the  physical  state  of  the  expectant 
mother  was  not  satisfactory  at  the  time  of  booking;  35  of  the 
mothers  were  pregnant  for  the  5th  or  later  time;  47  mothers  did 
not  book  until  after  the  24th  week  of  pregnancy,  including  3 
booking  between  32nd  and  35th  week.  Such  later  bookings 
inevitably  mean  a  drastic  curtailment  of  normal  ante-natal  care. 

Also  since  1st  January,  1964,  all  Local  Health  Authorities 
have  been  required  to  maintain  a  register,  and  notify  the  Regis¬ 
trar  General,  of  all  infants  who  are  recognised  to  have  any  form 
of  Congenital  Abnormality  at  or  after  birth.  This  information  is 
obtained  primarily  from  the  midwife  or  maternity  nurse  in 
attendance.  In  Middleton,  5  infants  were  born  with  malforma¬ 
tions  (including  two  stillborn  infants)  an  incidence  of  5.8  per 
1,000  total  births.  An  analysis  of  abnormalities  recorded  is  shown 
in  Tables  B.8  and  B.9. 

Relaxation  classes  continued  to  be  held  weekly  at  Durnford 
Street  Clinic  on  Thursday  evenings.  A  pysiotherapist  was  in 
attendance  and  the  Medical,  Health  Visiting  and  Midwifery  staff 
ran  a  joint  weekly  education  programme  at  these  classes.  During 
the  present  reconstruction  of  Durnford  Street  Clinic,  these  classes 
have  been  temporarily  transferred  to  Long  Street  Clinic,  although 
accommodation  is  more  restricted  there.  They  will  be  transferred 
back  to  Durnford  Street  when  rebuilding  is  completed. 

94  mothers  attended  the  classes  in  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1968.

Despite  the  net  gain  of  one  part-time  Health  Visitor  during 
the  year,  our  Health  Visitor  strength  was  still  below  50%  of  the 
authorised  establishment.  One  of  the  school  nurses  proceeded 
on  Health  Visitor  training  course,  and  it  is  hoped  she  will  return 
to  the  Borough  as  Health  Visitor  in  the  summer  of  1969. 

For  the  past  three  years,  Health  Visiting  staff  have  been 
deployed  on  the  basis  of  partial  attachment  to  most  large-list 
General  Practitioners,  in  the  town  and  not  as  formerly  on  a  geo¬ 
graphical  basis.  While  this  arrangement  does  lead  to  improved 
liaison  with  General  Practitioners,  it  is  not  possible  to  derive  the 
full  benefit  of  liaison  arrangements  which,  by  reason  of  shortage 
of  staff,  are  on  little  more  than  a  token  basis.  Similarly,  by 
reason  of  staff  shortage,  Health  Visitors  have  too  little  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  extending  their  work  in  Health  Education. 

The  scope  of  work  undertaken  by  Health  Visitors  has 
changed  from  concentration  on  services  to  mothers  with  young 
children,  and  now  includes  a  larger  proportion  of  services  to  the 
elderly.  In  1968,  Health  Visitors  paid  12,614  visits  to  children 
under  5  years  and  284  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 
1,639  visits  were  paid  to  those  over  the  age  of  65.  The  Health 
Visitors  duties  also  include  School  Medical  work,  although  the 
more  routine  work  of  medical  inspection  is  shared  by  School 
Nurses  without  Health  Visitor  qualifications. 

During  the  year,  3  student  nurses  from  Booth  Hall  Hospital 
have  spent  two  days  with  our  Health  Visitors  as  part  of  their 
training.  Additionally,  two  Health  Visitors  (Mrs.  Brady  and  Mrs. 
Hartley)  have  been  accepted  as  “  Field  Work  Instructors  ”  and 
are  responsible  for  practical  training  of  student  Health  Visitors 
placed  locally  by  Health  Visitor  training  schools. 

Details  of  this  service  are  given  in  Table  B.10,  page  39.

The  District  Nursing  Service  continues  to  carry  out  extremely 
useful  and  valuable  work  in  co-operation  with  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  within  the  Borough  and  the  major  proportion  of  their 
time  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  elderly.  The  Service  consider¬ 
ably  eases  the  burden  on  relatives,  undertaking  long  term  care 
at  home,  and  reduces  the  need  for  General  Practitioners  to 
request  hospital  accommodation  for  the  chronic  sick. 

From  March,  1968,  all  nursing  staff  in  the  Borough  were 
re-organised  as  a  series  of  “  teams  ” — usually  comprising  2  Dis¬ 
trict  Nursing  Sisters,  one  District  Nurse  and/or  Nursing  Auxil¬ 
ary.  The  teams  were  then  re-allocated  duties  on  the  basis  of 
each  team  covering  the  patients  of  groups  of  General  Practition¬ 
ers  in  the  Borough.  This  arrangement  does  lead  to  a  much  closer 
working  liaison  between  General  Practitioners  and  Disrict  Nurs¬ 
ing  staff. 


The  nurses  continue  to  issue,  on  loan,  various  articles  of 
equipment  required  by  their  patients.  However,  there  is  an  urgent 
need  for  a  proper  loan  store  room. 

During  the  year,,  the  nurses  paid  a  total  of  43,659  visits  to 
individual  patients,  an  increase  of  1%  over  1967. 

Details  of  the  services  are  given  in  Tables  B.ll  and  B.12  on 
pages  39  and  40. 
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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


Smallpox 

During  the  year,  382  persons,  of  whom  206  were  infants 
under  the  age  of  two  years  were  given  primary  vaccination 
against  smallpox.  A  further  31  individuals  were  re-vaccinated. 

Public  acceptance  of  vaccination  may  be  roughly  gauged 
from  the  percentage  of  children  under  the  age  of  two  vaccinated. 
Applying  the  Ministry  of  Health  formula,  there  is  locally  an 
“  acceptance  rate  ”  to  children  under  2  of  24%.  This  cannot 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Some  66%  of  infants  are  protected  in  their  first  year  of  life 
by  combined  immunisation  against  these  three  diseases  and  this 
causes  minimum  disturbances  and  inconvenience  to  both  mother 
and  child.  Older  children  are,  in  general,  given  booster  doses 
against  either  diphtheria  only  or  with  combined  material  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus.  A  number  of  younger  children,  for 
various  reasons,  are  immunised  with  separate  antigens. 

Joint  arrangements  with  Health  Division  14,  Oldham  County 
Borough,  and  the  Oldham  Hospitals  offer  active  immunisation 
against  tetanus  to  all  casualties  with  open  wounds  attending 
Oldham  Royal  Infirmary. 

Detailed  figures  of  routine  immunisation  are  given  in  Table 
B.14,  page  42. 


Poliomyelitis 

With  the  virtual  disappearance  of  poliomyelitis  as  an  “  epi¬ 
demic  ”  disease,  there  has  been  a  considerable  decline  in  interest 
in  poliomyelitis  vaccination  by  the  general  public.  674  persons 
under  16  received  full  course  of  immunisation  during  1968,  of 
which  524  were  children  under  2  years  of  age.  From  returns 
submitted,  it  appears  only  50%  of  young  children  are  receiving 
this  vaccination  as  a  routine  measure. 


Measles 

From  1st  May,  1968,  limited  quantities  of  Measles  vaccine 
were  released  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Issue  of  this  vaccine, 
administered  by  a  single  injection,  was  initially  restricted  to 
susceptible  children  between  4  and  7  years  of  age,  or  to  those 
attending  day  nurseries  or  nursery  schools.  Supplies  of  vaccine 
however,  were  substantially  increased  later  in  the  year.  Public 
acceptance  of  this  new7  vaccine  was  limited — partly  by  reason  of 
known  side  effects.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  517  children  in  the 
R  'rough  had  received  Measles  vaccination. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  within  the  Borough  (situ¬ 
ated  in  Highfield  Street,  off  Oldham  Road)  but  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  administered  by  Lancashire  County  Council  Health 
Division  No.  14.  The  vehicles  are  now  directed  by  the  radio 
control  centre  at  Whitefield  (Tel.  No.  :  Whitefield  6666). 

Five  ambulances  and  four  dual-purpose  vehicles  are  based 
on  the  Middleton  Station,  which  is  manned  on  a  24  hour  basis. 
The  vehicles  also  serve  Chadderton  Urban  District  and  parts  of 
Failsworth  and  Royton. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS— CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

(a)  Health  Education 

Leaflets  and  booklets  dealing  with  various  aspects  of  Health 
Education  are  distributed  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and 
Clinics,  together  with  poster  exhibitions  there  and  at  various 
industrial  premises  in  the  Borough.  It  is,  however,  probable  that 
the  most  valuable  form  of  Health  Education  is  in  the  contact 
between  Health  Visitors  and  individual  families  and  in  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  discussion  between  expectant  mothers  and  their  Mid¬ 
wives  and  Medical  Attendants. 

Facilities  are  available  for  lectures,  informal  talks  or  film 
displays  on  various  health  subjects  to  interested  voluntary  orga¬ 
nisations,  e.g.  Women’s  Guilds  or  groups  and  Youth  Clubs; 
Group  Secretaries  wishing  to  enquire  regarding  this  should 
write  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(b)  Co-operation  with  Hospital  Services 

Active  co-operation  is  maintained  by  the  medical  staff  with 
the  medical  staff  and  almoners  of  the  hospitals  serving  the 
Borough  and  arrangements  are  made  for  necessary  information 
to  be  interchanged,  in  particular  with  regard  to  arrangements 
for  cases  discharged  from  hospital  requiring  support  from  the 
local  health  authority  domiciliary  services. 

(c)  Convalescence 

This  service  is  primarily  intended  for  those  requiring  a  short 
period  of  convalscence  to  restore  full  activities  after  a  recent 
acute  illness.  Vacancies  are  obtained  for  approved  applicants  in 
private  convalscent  homes,  and  on  average  stay  for  2  weeks. 
This  is  not  a  free  service  and  applicants  are  assessed  on  County 
Income  scales.  This  service  should  not  be  confused  with  holiday 
accommodation  for  elderly  or  chronic  sick  in  County  Council 
homes,  nor  with  the  School  Health  Service  convalescent  arrange¬ 
ments. 

During  the  year,  8  adults  and  2  pre-school  children  were 
admitted  to  convalescent  homes — See  Table  B.15,  page  48. 
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(d)  Tuberculosis 

The  Chest  Clinic  serving  the  Borough  is  situated  at  Oldham 
and  District  General  Hospital  and  close  liaison  is  maintained 
with  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician.  38  persons  received  inocula¬ 
tion  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  during  the  year  (this  does  not  include 
school  children  given  B.C.G.  vaccine  through  the  School  Health 
Service).  During  the  year  one  case  received  extra  nourishment 
over  that  which  can  be  obtained  by  a  patient  by  a  grant  from 
the  Ministry  of  Social  Security.  Such  extra  nourishment  normally 
takes  the  form  of  extra  milk  and  Horlicks. 

There  is  one  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor — Mrs.  E.  J.  M. 
Hollinrake — in  the  district  and  her  duties  include  visits  to 
patients  at  home,  arrangements  for  examination  of  contacts, 
reports  of  environmental  and  economic  difficulties  and  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  For  statistical  details  of  this  sendee  see 
Table  B.16,  page  43. 

For  details  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  see  Table  B.17  and  B.18, 
pages  44  and  45. 


(e)  Laundry  Service 

The  service,  which  also  permits  of  the  supply  of  disposable 
incontinence  pads,  is  intended  for  any  sick  person  in  need  of 
constant  changes  of  bed  linen,  and  where  no  family  help  is 
available  and  the  soiled  linen  would  not  normally  be  accepted 
by  a  commercial  laundry. 

Laundering  is  carried  out  at  Oldham  and  District  General 
Hospital  and  individual  arrangements  are  normally  made  through 
the  District  Nurses. 

This  service  has  been  free  to  recipients  since  1st  April, 
1967. 

During  the  year,  the  service  was  utilised  by  43  patients. 


(f)  Chiropody  Service 

Chiropody  sessions  were  held  three  times  weekly — twice  at 
Durnford  Street  Clinic,  and  once  at  the  Chiropodist’s  own  surgery 
in  view  of  the  limited  clinic  accommodation.  The  chiropody  ser¬ 
vice  is  a  free  service  to  men  and  women  of  65  and  over, 
expectant  mothers  and  registered  handicapped  persons.  Over 
40%  of  cases  are  treated  in  their  own  homes. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  754  individuals  received  Chiropody 
treatment.  Of  this  total,  364  were  treated  at  Clinic  sessions,  62 
at  the  Chiropodist’s  surgery  and  328  at  home.  The  service  was 
almost  wholly  utilised  by  aged  persons. 

For  details  see  Table  B.19,  page  46. 
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(g)  Cervical  Cytology 

Since  May,  1966,  cervical  cytology  screening  tests  have  been 
carried  out  weekly  by  County  medical  staff.  Applications  may  be 
made  direct  to  Durnford  Street  or  Langley  Clinics,  or  through 
patients  own  doctors.  During  the  year,  329  first  tests  and  2  repeat 
tests  have  been  taken.  One  woman  with  a  positive  smear  was 
referred  for  further  gynaecological  examination  to  hospital,  and 
8  others  to  General  Practitioners  for  other  conditions. 

Despite  fairly  extensive  description  of  the  purpose  and 
method  of  these  examinations  in  the  National  press  and  in  par¬ 
ticular  widely  read  women’s  magazines,  it  is  somewhat  dis¬ 
appointing  that  comparatively  few  applications  have  been  made 
by  women  who  have  borne  more  than  two  children. 

Apart  from  this  Local  Authority  service,  facilities  for  Cer¬ 
vical  Smear  examinations  are  also  provided  by  the  Family  Plan¬ 
ning  Association  and  by  a  number  of  General  Practitioners  in 
the  Borough. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Demands  on  this  service  have  increased  by  3%  during  the 
year,  and  it  should  be  noted  that,  of  707  patients  receiving  the 
service  during  the  year,  607  were  aged  65  or  over.  In  many 
instances  the  Home  Help  Service  is  the  only  way  of  assisting 
elderly  people  living  alone  who  would  otherwise  have  to  be 
accommodated  in  old  people’s  homes. 

There  is  no  fixed  establishment  for  Home  Helps,  who  are 
engaged  as  and  when  required  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser 
(Miss  P.  Ogden)  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Currently  some  120  part-time  Home  Helps  are  employed. 

Applications  for  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  should  be  made 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  arrangements  will  then  be 
made  to  investigate  individual  cases.  This  service  is  not  a  free 
service  and  recipients  are  liable  for  payment  under  County 
Council  scales;  details  of  the  services  are  shown  on  Table  B.20 
page  47. 

Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  recruiting  Night/Evening 
Helps  in  the  district  by  reason  of  high  demands  on  female  labour 
at  higher  rates  of  pay.  During  the  year,  Night  Helps  made  170 
attendances  to  18  patients. 


WELFARE  SERVICES 

The  Borough  has  responsibility  for  Welfare  Services  in 
regard  to  care  of  the  handicapped,  in  accordance  with  Sections 
29  and  30  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 
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Such  services  are  intended  to  provide  for  care  of  handicapped 
people  in  their  own  homes  and  at  social  centres  run  hy  the  local 
authority  themselves  or  in  co-operation  with  voluntary  organ¬ 
isations. 

Responsibility  for  residential  accommodation  under  the  Act 
is  not  delegated  to  the  Borough  and  such  accommodation  is 
administered  by  Lancashire  County  Council  Health  Division  No. 
14. 


There  are  now  a  total  of  eight  Divisional  Homes  for  the 
elderly,  including  three  in  Middleton  (Schofield  House,  Saxon- 
side  and  Shawbury),  two  in  Windsor  Road,  Oldham  (Coppice 
and  Claremont)  and  one  each  in  Chadderton  (Broadway), 
Crompton  (Laburnum  House),  and  Failsworth  (Briarfields). 
There  is  accommodation  for  300  residents  in  these  eight  homes. 
The  new  home  (Shaw7bury)  in  Middleton  Junction)  was  opened 
in  February,  1969. 


(a)  Physically  Handicapped  (excluding  blind) 

A  social  centre  for  the  handicapped  is  held  once  wreekly  at 
the  Community  Centre  on  Windermere  Road,  Langley,  where 
handicraft  tuition  is  provided  in  addition  to  social  activities.  A 
substantial  number  of  handicapped  also  attend  the  weekly  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Cripples  Help  Auxiliary,  a  voluntary  organisation,  at 
the  Community  Centre,  Wood  Street. 

Handicapped  persons  may  secure  various  articles  on  loan, 
such  as  bath  seats,  bath  rails  and  wralking  aids.  In  addition  the 
County  Council  is  prepared  to  contribute  generously  to  major 
adaptations  in  the  homes  of  handicapped  persons  who  are  able 
to  benefit  from  adaptations.  In  1968,  8  such  adaptations  were 
carried  out,  including  2  projects  for  garaging  an  invalid  vehicle. 
Handicapped  persons,  or  their  doctors,  who  consider  major 
adaptations  might  be  beneficial,  can  apply  via  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  for  such  assistance.

(b)  Blind 

One  Social  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Blind  is  engaged  to 
provide  Statutory  services  to  registered  Blind  and  Handicapped 
persons.  In  addition  to  routine  visiting  in  the  home,  hospital  or 
other  residential  establishments,  she  co-operates  with  the 
(voluntary)  Middleton  Social  Committee  for  the  Blind  in  the 
organisation  of  a  weekly  social  centre  and  a  number  of  other 
social  activities. 

At  31st  December,  1968,  there  were  97  blind  and  94  partially 
sighted  persons  registered.  The  Social  Welfare  Officer 
endeavours  to  visit  all  registered  at  least  once  monthly. 


(c)  Meals  and  Recreational  Facilities  for  the  Elderly 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  operate  a  grant  scheme  in 
co-operation  with  County  districts,  including  Middleton,  to  give 
financial  assistance  to  voluntary  organisations  providing  meals 
and/or  recreational  activities  for  the  elderly.  Under  this  scheme, 
grants  may  be  given  to  such  organisations  as  Meals  on  Wheels, 
Luncheon  Clubs  and  similar  projects. 

In  1968/69,  the  Borough  Health  Committee  made  grants 
totalling  £1,504  under  this  scheme,  including  £504  to  the 
W.R.V.S.  in  connection  with  their  Meals  an  Wheels  service. 
The  reconstituted  Middleton  Old  People’s  Welfare  Council 
received  a  grant  of  £450  towards  the  purchase  of  equipment 
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necessary  to  start  a  luncheon  club  based  on  the  Salvation  Army 
hall.  Grants  can  only  be  made  to  bona  fide  clubs  or  organisa¬ 
tions  who  are  able  to  satisfy  the  Health  Committee  that  they 
are  in  a  position  to  utilise  such  grants  for  specific  projects. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

A  very  close  working  relationship  is  maintained  between  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  working  in  the  Borough  and  the  Psychi¬ 
atric  Unit  at  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital.  Members  of 
the  Mental  Welfare  staff  carry  out  daily  duties  in  the  Borough 
including  visits  to  mentally  ill  and  subnormal,  arrangements  for 
placing  in  employment,  liaison  with  General  Practitioners  and 
visits,  where  necessary,  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  1 11  patients  were  referred  to 
Mental  Health  staff — for  sources  and  categories  of  patients,  see 
Table  B.21  page  48. 

At  31st  December,  1968,  208  patients  were  under  County 
Council  care — for  details  see  Table  B.22  page  49. 

Note — The  details  given  above  and  in  the  tables,  do  NOT 
include  work  done  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Middleton,  which 
is  operated  under  School  Health  Service  auspices. 


OTHER  SERVICES 

(a)  School  Health  Service 

The  School  Health  Service  in  the  Borough  is  administered 
by  the  Middleton  Education  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council.  The  medical  staff  of  the  Health  Department  are  also 
School  Medical  Officers  and  the  Health  Visiting  staff  are  partially 
engaged  on  School  Health  work.  A  report  on  the  School  Health 
Service  during  1968,  was  submitted  to  the  Borough  Education 
Committee  in  March,  1969. 

(b)  Special  Medical  Examinations 

A  total  of  425  medical  reports  were  completed  during  the 
year.  Of  this,  253  reports  were  made  without  examination  after 
scrutiny  of  a  declaration  of  fitness  form.  For  details  of  the 
remaining  172  reports  after  examination,  see  Table  B.23,  page  50.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1968. 


The  year  was  a  notable  one  in  the  history  of  the  Towns’ 
cleansing  services,  for  on  October  18th,  the  Refuse  Incineration 
Plant  was  officially  opened  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Anthony  Greenwood, 
M.P.,  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  Minister 
complimented  the  Committee  on  its  foresight  and  courage  in 
being  the  first  to  order  this  new  type  of  Incinerator — the  first  of 
its  type  in  Great  Britain— and  said  he  had  all  confidence  in  the 
rightness  of  the  decision. 

The  facilities  which  the  Committee  made  available  for  other 
Local  Authorities  to  profit  from  its  experience  were  well  used, 
and  hundreds  of  Elected  Representatives,  Officials,  Consulting 
Engineers  and  Others  from  all  over  Great  Britain  and  other 
countries  have  been  conducted  round  the  Plant,  and  have  been 
supplied  with  technical  information  and  advice.  The  Technical 
Press  also  devoted  a  great  deal  of  space  to  the  project. 

Despite  the  possibility  of  changes  in  the  structure  of  Local 
Government,  I  am  confident  that  the  Committee  has  made  a  wise 
and  prudent  investment  in  securing  future  refuse  disposal  facil¬ 
ities,  and  that  the  value  of  the  investment  will  grow  with  the 
passing  years.  The  Departmental  function  must  now  be  to  secure 
the  fullest  possible  use  of  the  Plant,  at  the  lowest  possible  cost, 
retaining  always  a  safe  margin  to  provide  for  Middleton’s  own 
changing  and  increasing  production  of  refuse. 

A  reserve  of  tipping  space  is  an  essential  requirement,  and 
the  tip  at  Alkrington  Park  Road  continues  in  use.  Further 
reserve  exists  at  Stanyclyffe,  but,  as  I  have  indicated  in  previous 
reports,  future  use  of  this  site  will  depend  upon  preparation 
by  large  scale  earth  moving  operations,  and  perhaps  culverting.

refuse  collection  service  again  functioned  efficiently  and 
the  year,  permission  was  obtained  under  Prices  and 
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Incomes  procedure  for  an  increase  in  the  incentive  bonus  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  Men  employed  in  this  service.  Similar  approval 
was  given  to  an  incentive  scheme  to  apply  to  a  Wastepaper 
Salvage  Service  which  will  be  centred  upon  the  new  Depot,  and 
will  involve  the  drawing  of  Trailers  by  the  refuse  collection 
vehicles. 

It  was  again  unfortunate  that  national  economic  consider¬ 
ations  prevented  the  inclusion  in  Annual  Estimates  of  monies  to 
introduce  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  or  refuse  sacks, 
as  a  charge  upon  the  General  Rate;  similarly,  it  was  not  possible 
to  introduce  a  free  collection  service  for  items  of  extraordinary 
household  refuse,  for  example,  furniture. 

The  same  considerations  made  it  necessary  for  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  call  a  temporary  halt  to  the  Clean  Air  programme.  This 
necessity,  whilst  appreciated,  was  regretted;  to  date,  only  some 
46%  of  the  premises  in  the  Town  are  smoke  controlled,  and  this 
figure  compares  badly  with  progress  in  the  areas  of  the  Local 
Authorities  adjoining  Middleton.  In  two  of  these  Authorities,  the 
clean  air  programme  is  complete — 100%  smoke  control  has  been 
achieved.  The  impending  control  of  the  Blackley  area  of  Man¬ 
chester  will  further  reduce  the  smoke  drift  on  our  western 
boundary.  Whilst  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxode  concentrations  in 
South  East  Lancashire  have  been  reduced  by  some  50%  in  the 
last  ten  years,  the  concentrations  in  1968  were  still  high  by 
comparison  with  other  regions  of  the  country,  and  much  remains 
to  be  done  before  the  Public  in  general  and  Middletonians  in 
particular  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  clean  air.  It  is  my  sincere 
hope  that  when  economic  circumstances  permit,  there  will  be  an 
acceleration  of  the  clean  air  programme.  The  financial  effect  of 
Ministry  Circular  69  of  1963  was  to  extend  the  completion  date 
from  1967  to  1981.  Present  and  recent  economic  difficulties  have 
now  further  extended  the  completion  date  and  unless  there  is 
acceleration  it  appears  that  Middleton  will  be  one  of  the  last 
Towns  in  the  South  East  Lancashire  conurbation  to  complete  its 
programme. 

The  Consultative  Committee  for  which  I  act,  with  the 
Council’s  permission,  as  Honorary  Technical  Officer,  again  had 
a  very  successful  year  in  it’s  combined  function  of  advisory  body 
and  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution.  This  Committee  again 
liaised  with  Member  Authorities  of  the  Standing  Conference  on 
Air  Pollution  (Region  South-West  from  Manchester)  and  the 
Cities  of  Manchester  and  Salford  to  produce  a  Schedule  of  Stand¬ 
ard  Costs  of  Conversions  and  Adaptations  in  smoke  control 
areas.  This  Schedule  is  adhered  to  by  48  Local  Authorities  form¬ 
ing  the  Joint  Committee  and  it  is  also  recommended  by  the 
Manchester  and  District  Regional  Clean  Air  Council  to  a  further 
30  Authorities. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  deceleration  in  the  pace  of 
housing  clearance,  due  partly  to  requirements  of  the  Housing, 
etc.,  Committee  and  partly  to  Staff  difficulties.  A  total  of  158 
properties  was  included  in  Clearance  and  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  and  a  further  50  properties  were  inspected  under  the 
provisions  of  Part  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 
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Mr.  D.  Bruce  who  had  a  special  responsibility  for  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
resigned  at  the  end  of  December,  1967  and  this  vacancy  was  not 
fdled  until  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Fisher  in  August,  1968.  The  vacancy 
adversely  affected  the  routine  administration  of  the  Act  and  this 
is  reflected  in  the  reduced  number  of  inspections  under  this  head. 
A  successful  prosecution  was  taken  against  a  company  for  con¬ 
traventions  of  the  Act  and  fines  totalling  £200  were  imposed  for 
these  and  other  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  only  a  brief  reference  is  made  in  the  body  of  my 
Report  since  a  separate  Annual  Report  is  produced  on  this 
subject. 

The  Department  was  again  active  in  ensuring  clean  food 
although  there  were  fewer  cases  where  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  than  in  previous  years. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  their  encouragement  and  support  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  work  during  the  year. 

I  also  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chief  Officers  of  other  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  willing  assistance  and  co-operation.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA,  ETC. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Middleton’s  sewage  up  to  three  times  dry  weather  flow,  is 
treated  at  the  Manchester  Corporation  Sewage  Works  at  Davy- 
hulme.  Volumes  in  excess  of  six  times  dry  weather  flow  are 
discharged  to  the  River  Irk  by  means  of  storm  overflows. 

A  £6i  million  scheme  of  extensions  to  the  Davyhulme 
Sewage  Works  was  officially  opened  in  May,  1965.  These  works, 
which  are  the  first  major  schema  of  extensions  to  the  works 
since  the  1939-1945  war,  have  taken  approximately  10  years 
to  complete,  and  comprise  new  screening  plant,  grit  separation 
equipment,  storm  tanks,  sedimentation  tanks  and  activated 
sludge  treatment  for  the  settled  sewage;  heated  sludge  digestion 
with  secondary  sludge  thickening  tanks.  The  gas  evolved  from 
the  digestion  process  is  used  in  a  new  works  power  station 
to  generate  all  the  power  required  for  plant  operation. 

With  the  exception  of  isolated  farmhouses,  the  only  areas 
of  the  Borough  without  proper  drainage  and  sewerage  are  the 
villages  of  Birch  and  Bowlee.  A  survey  was  carried  out  during 
1967  and  there  are  now  163  pail  closets  serving  192  premises. 

In  April,  1962,  the  pail  collection  service  was  reorganised 
within  the  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  referred  to  elsewhere,  and 
since  that  time  all  pails  have  been  emptied  twice  weekly. 
Disinfectants  and  deodorants  are  utilised  in  the  collection. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  town  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  West  Penine  Water 
Board.  The  supply  is  upland  water  of  good  quality.  Details  of  the 
catchment  area  and  reservoir  installations  have  been  given  in 
previous  reports,  but  a  major  addition  is  the  newly  completed 
Greenbooth  Reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  800  million  gallons. 

The  number  of  dwellings  supplied  by  the  Board  is  18,330. 

Water  supplies  are  drawn  from  the  gathering  grounds  in  the 
Cheesden  and  Naden  valleys,  north  west  of  Rochdale.  The 
Cheesden  Valley  feeds  the  Ashworth  Moor  reservoir,  contain¬ 
ing  some  350  million  gallons  capacity,  while  the  Naden  Valley 
drains  into  three  small  reservoirs  (total  capacity  400  million 
gallons)  and  the  large  new  Greenbooth  reservoir,  completed  in 
1964,  with  a  capacity  of  800  million  gallons.  Total  main  reservoir 
capacity  is  therefore  some  1,550  million  gallons. 

The  water  is  filtered  through  either  of  two  filter  stations  (a) 
the  Ashworth  Moor  Filter  Station,  containing  4  Permutit  con¬ 
tinuous  filter  tanks,  which  filters  supplies  from  Ashworth  Moor 
principally  supplying  Heywood  or,  (b)  the  Clay  Lane  Filter 
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Station.  This  station  has  a  store  reservoir  of  60  million  gallons, 
a  battery  of  6  Permutit  Caluminous  filter  tanks  and  takes 
supplies  from  Ashworth  Moor  and  also  the  whole  supply  from 
the  Naden  Valley.  There  is  a  spall  (open)  reservoir  for  filtered 
water. 

The  Middleton  service  reservoir,  being  constructed  at  Hatters 
Farm,  Middleton,  will  be  a  reinforced  concrete  circular  reservoir 
(diameter  approximately  80  yards)  containing  approximately  six 
million  gallons  filtered  water.  The  concrete  roof  will  be  supported 
by  124  concrete  beam  supports.  The  cost  will  be  approximately 
£250,000.  The  service  reservoir  will  constantly  supply  the  whole 
Borough  by  a  “ring  main”. 

The  chlorination  dosage  is  0.2  parts  per  million;  chalk  is 
added  at  the  rate  of  li  grains  per  gallon  and,  when  necessary, 
soda  ash  is  added  at  the  rate  of  h  grain  per  gallon. 

Existing  water  mains  have  been  extended  by  2,590  yards 
during  the  year. 

A  small  number  of  outlying  farms  have  independent  water 
supplies  from  wells.

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936  the  Corporation  offers  to  owners  a  grant  towards  the 
cost  of  conversion  of  waste  water  closets,  etc.,  to  fresh-water 
closets. 

During  the  year  seven  owners  took  advantage  of  this  facility. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

In  April,  1962,  a  Group  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  was  put  into 
operation  for  a  trial  period  of  six  months.  The  scheme  was 
adopted  permanently  in  September  1962,  and  a  weekly  (viz., 
Monday  to  Friday)  service  is  now  provided  throughout  the 
Borough. 

The  basic  task  above  which  Bonus  becomes  payable  is  100 
bins  per  man  per  day,  and  the  total  work  load  to  achieve  a 
weekly  collection  is  about  173  bins  per  man  per  day.  Since  fewer 
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men  are  now  employed  to  do  the  work  there  has  been  no 
additional  cost.  Average  bonus  earnings  are  from  £3  2s.  Od.  to 
£4  15s.  Od.  per  man  per  week. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  : 

20,234  Moveable  Dustbins 
76  Ashpits 

138  Special  containers  (flats,  etc.) 

and  these  are  dealt  with  by  a  labour  force  of  5  Driver/Loaders 
and  25  Ashbinmen. 

Trade  refuse  and  extraordinary  household  refuse  are  collec¬ 
ted  by  an  additional  vehicle  with  a  crew  of  2  men,  whilst  a 
further  vehicle,  also  with  a  crew  of  2  men,  ^leals  with  pail 
closets  and  shop  salvage  collection.  Both  these  crews  are  inclu¬ 
ded  in  the  Bonus  Scheme. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

In  1905,  the  Authority  constructed  an  Incinerator  for  the 
disposal  of  refuse.  With  the  growth  of  the  town,  the  annual 
tonnage  of  refuse  collected  became  more  than  the  Incinerator 
could  handle. 

By  1936,  almost  one  quarter  of  the  refuse  was  having  to  be 
tipped,  and  the  Incinerator  was  finally  closed  down  in  1937. 

In  June,  1938,  a  new  Separation  and  Incineration  Plant  was 
officially  opened.  Again  the  growth  of  the  town  outstripped  the 
capacity  of  the  plant,  and  after  24  years,  it  was  finally  closed 
down  in  early  1962,  being  in  need  of  complete  renewal. 

In  1966,  the  Council  accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Mother- 
well  Bridge  (Tacol)  Limited  for  the  provision  of  a  full  incinera¬ 
tion  plant,  to  the  design  of  Vereinigte  Kesselwerke,  A.G.  of 
Dusseldorf,  West  Germany  (the  “  Dusseldorf  system  ”)  and  a 
new  Depot,  including  garages,  stores,  fitters  shop  and  store, 
paper  bailing  buildings,  sanitary  and  welfare  facilities.  Loan 
sanction  in  the  sum  of  £364,274  was  received. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  and  myself  were  again  closely 
engaged  throughout  the  year  in  detailed  discussions  with  the 
Contractors  and  visits  to  the  Plant  in  course  of  erection  As 
indicated  in  the  introduction,  the  Plant  was  officially  opened  by 
the  Rt.  Hon.  Anthony  Greenwood,  M.P.,  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  on  the  18th  of  October,  1968. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  refuse  was  disposed  of 
by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Manchester  Old  Road — Alkrington 
Park  Road  Tip. 
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SALVAGE 


During  the  year,  there  were  signs  of  a  distinct  improvement 
in  the  waste  paper  market.  Stocks  held  nationally  by  the  Board 
Mills  had  fallen  and  there  was  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for 
paper  salvage,  there  was  every  indication  that  the  Council’s 
planned  improvements  to  the  paper  collection  and  baling  arrange¬ 
ments  together  with  an  incentive  scheme  would  result  in  a  highly 
efficient  service  in  1969  which  would  not  merely  show  a  profit 
but  would  also  assist  the  disposal  service  by  keeping  down  the 
calorific  value  of  the  refuse  delivered  to  the  Plant  and  increasing 
Plant  capability.

This  body  again  did  much  valuable  work  during  the  year, 
and  the  third  annual  revision  of  the  Schedule  of  Standard  Costs 
of  Conversion  was  carried  out  in  June. 

Two  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  measuring 
apparatus  and  a  lead  dioxide  candle  are  maintained  in  the 
district,  the  readings  taken  are  passed  to  the  Warren  Spring 
Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology.  Average  readings 
for  the  years  1961  to  1968  inclusive  are  shown  in  Table  C.13.
